ind laws or sound policy. There id now :.o 
military «ec*«sHy, no public daDger from 
formidable armies. There Is -o danger ol the 
d-rflar.ee of the power of the Goverrment, Ex 
traordinary acts beyond the laws, aad even 
orbidden by the Constitution, were tolerated 
rom tuppoeed necessity. When the power, 
admitted with hesitation, was grossly abuses, 
the plea of the public safety still availed, as it 
*as well understood that this datgsrous 
power, however necessary, was liable to 
monstrous abuses. We were assured coa- 
stantly that, upon the disappearance of dasher 
and peril to the country, tbiB military usurpa 
tloe at power would eeose. Bat how is it? 
We tre tcid that those charged with th<3 as- 
sassination of the President are to be tried by 
a military c mmission, and tried in ttcrct, 
reporters not admitted. 

It ia hardly worth, while to quote the Con- 
s'itutlon of the United Slates, tor the queer 
.nterpre tailors of it in present times are^ in* 
comprehensible. Ia fact, no one undertakes 
to reconcile present practices with the plain 
reaiine of the decument. Still we reprint 
part of the fifth and the whole of the sixth 
amendment to the Constitutor : 

Att. 5. No parson sh;llb* held to answer 
for a capiubl ur otherwise infamoas ctim?, un- 
less on a presentment cr iaaicimunt cf a grand 
jury, except lu cases arLitg in the land or 
naval torc<e,or ia the militia when In actual 
service in time of war or public danger. 

Art. 6. In ail criminal prceecnllcns, the ac- 
cused shall erjjy tt.; ligut to a spoeijy and 
public trial, by an impar.ial Jury of the Slate 
acd district, wherein the crime shall have 
been committed, which district shall have 
been previously ascertained by law, and to be 
informed of the nature and cause ol the accu- 
sntion; to be confronted with the witnesses 
agatc«i him; to h&ve compulsory process for 
obtaining witnetsee in bis favor; ana to have 
the assistance of counsel for bis defence. 

Our •uthorUle* swear to SEpport th.s Con- 
stitution, and who can reconcile their practice 
with its plain terme? Who will undertake to 
recottcil-: tceo.? What are oaths worth if such 
plain lurguage can be evaded? What are 
Constitutions worth, when their cardinal doc- 
trines to protect tbe citizen, recrigaizad in all 
civil -7.'.V:rr,mi 2ts. are so utterly dlsregardec? 
The ulaue with which these parties are 
charged is puBibh&ble by law, aiiu, if proved 
guilty, th*re la no jury in the wcrld that taonld 
acquit iliem. There is so dttnger of es::<p3 for 
the goilty, bui even 1/ there were, the: Cou» 
stiiution is more eucied thun anythitg els;. 
Bat l-'ok at the policy of the proceeding. Ia 
It not a matter of grave concern to the whole 
country tc ece the proof cf guilt? It it not a 
nr.- tier of impumuca to tctlsfy our people that 
a party coademcd is beyond doubt guilty, and 
lhat the law ukes hit life, and no arbitrary 
discretion. Thus mystery acd secretivenees is 
un- American. IkJBB uovercment Is one gov- 
erned by opinion, where Constitutions and 
laws, not rulers, are supreme. Along with 
the repoU that these irlsle are going on, comts 
also the inforiaaiion mat three men are to be 
hung at IndUnapolls. They may ba guilt}; 
but do the country know 1:? Where ia the 
proof that men may read and bs saticfiad that 
Jastice is done, although it Uiy ba doce the 
wrorgwaj? 

Public opinion 1ms bassi rhown adverse te 
these prflfvfoai |'s. There Is hardly a voice in 
commtfiuatioa q| it Irom any responsible 
source. Why not tbiBdon a courss so un- 
American and repugnant to the feelings of all 
pariitt? No even pi?usible defense of it can 
be made. Indeed, wc have oeea none at- 
tempted. 

lzf~Lt there is one feeliug common to the 
good people of this couutiy, it is that the 
dreadful Carnival ot bitUe and daath, that for 
four years has swept over this country, should 
ent; that we shall no longer have the daily 
peiusal of the sad rtcorCs that have stai&cd 
the nistory of tbe last four years. 

The batties are over. We know that the last 
hope of those who so long and Tigoronsly con- 
tended agik st tbe overpowering force of tbe 
TJoion is gone. That they no longer look for- 
ward to any event that can revive their dream 
of Southern independence. With thi3 there 
comes the wish common to all, irrespective of 
party, except the iniuriated few, that the pen- 
alties of those who have produced the war, 
shall be, as far as compatible with public in- 
terest, tmapended or remitted. How far this 
pardon should extend is a matter ot some di- 
vision, bat there are few who do not desire it 
to be comparatively general. 

The Tribune favors the opening of the pris- 
on doors, and this, we are coLfident, ia the 
general opinion oi the better class of its par- 
ty. Much has been said and done in the hot 
excitement ot four years of war, that had 
much belter never have been Biid or done. 
Much baa been said and done in tbe 
turmoils and discussions pecuaar to a 
state of war that had much better be 
forgotten and forgiven, la these days of re- 
joicing over the return of psace, as far as pos- 
sible, we would not make it a day of mourn- 
ing to any one— even the guilty. Spare us tbe 
thought that the day of the restoration should 
be made unnecessarily a day of sorrow to any 
one. As we are great and irresistible, how 
much nobler it is to be magnanimous and 
merciful iban vindictive and cruel. 

Where it is esteemed necessary 
npou trial the few protuineiit lead 
jastlca be tempered with the most g 
mercy, and where the trials are 
let them be conducted uudet 
forms of those laws to maintain 
which oar armies have battled so sac 
cessfaUy. It is tbe best proof that too object 
of tbe war was to sustain the laws. W e are 
happy in the belief that in this State tbe mil- 
itary commander is willing to dispense witb 
military tribunals. Unfortunately, is ether

Hkadqcabtbks 55th Ft. Mt. Ieeastbv, I 
Falmouih, Ry., May 10, 1865. » 

Mtimr». Editors : Soon after forwardies you 
my last communication, dated at ML Stediug, 
Colonel O'Neal received orders to proceed to 
this point and establish Headquarters. There 
is but a limited number of our men now sta- 
tioned here, at the present writing.

We think says tbe Albany Arzus, the T'm?s 
mluht have contented Itself with denylrir 
knowledge of the matter, or complici ty in it. 
It cannot have authority to do more. Ir tier* 
were such a conspiracy, we do not doubt that 
the participants in it are ready to disown it. 
It would ba an excers of icgerious iratkaeaa 
to own to tne guilt. 

As to the part which tbe Times took in 
rounding public opinio., as to the feasibility of 
displacing Mr. Lincoln, its denial cow cannot 
undo its language at tbo time.

Even its own friends are eon- 
sti sired to confess Its Impotence, awl are 
meditating its displacetntnt by eitka COHiTITr 
TiONAL abt> bevolutiobaut METHODS, tend* 
ing to hopeless divisions in the Norte, and 
general snarchy." 

Again says the Albany Argus, of the latter 
of these two paragnpbs the Tlmee saja, "no 
socb paragraph, aud aosucn sentiment as this 
ever appeared in the columns of the New York 
Tiroes. It originated in the Herald, aad was 
fi st credited to tbe Times by the Albany Atl<s 
and Argus. We txpoeed ihe virtual forgery 
when it first appeared, but It has coulinnad to 
circulate just aocut as fresly ae ever sines " 

We are pretty sure that no such taiee credit 
as alleged originated with ua. Tae denial ol 
the Times, however, doe» not reach to tbe 
preceding paragraph. Its silence in regsrd 
to that is an admission; and iu that paragraph 
the threat is distinctly made to cepese Presi- 
dent Lincoln, by force, and install a represen- 
tative leader in his place. This is all we have 
imputsd to ths Time?. Whsu that threat was 
made a consul laiion was ht Id, as we have heard 
by mill'ary and pollUcil leaden, to car;y into 
execution such a purpose, and Gen. B>nks 
was suggested as the Dictator. The language 
which the Tims ascribes to the Herald, * tBet 
its own friends are meditating the displace* 
ment of the imbecile administration by extra 
cons 'national and revolutionary methods," 
ia corroborating proofs ot such a conspiracy. 

I . is of conrsa little matter to us, which of 
these two prints, the Herald or Times, erigi • 
noted the idea ot displacing the President 
Both were vindictive e- amies of the Democ- 
racy, and the threat against the President was 
prompted by tbe idea that he waa too hesita- 
ting and reluctant, and mnst give way to some 
one more vigorous acd unscrupulous. 

The inculpation of tbe Hefttld by the Times 
has called out the latter in a rep'y, which we 
give in justice to the parlies implicated.

— Railroad accidents 
have become a matter of almost dally occurs 
reece, and ecarcely an exchange that we pick 
mp does aot chronicle some accident of 
this kind.
